A NEW USE FOR OLD USERS 











This article is not to discuss the merits of 
any particular kind of keyboard, whether 
double-bank, single or double-shift. The var- 
ious companies make their several claims for 
the respective kinds, and every operator has 
his or her own particular favorite. I am de- 
sirous of showing a new field of usefulness 
for the typewriter, with the addition of two 
new characters, or rather two old ones, used 
In a new Way. 

Most of the typewriter companies are pro 
ducing two arrangements of their keyboards. 
One accommodates about seventy-six 76 
characters, while the other usually allows the 
use of eight more, or eighty-four (84) in all. 
It is a fact that where the seventy-six chat 
acter keyboard was satisfactory to the great 
majority a few years ago, the requirements 
of the typewriter field to-day opens up a wider 
range of usefulness for the writing machine, 
and the extra eight characters are now de 
manded A proot of this statement is at- 
tested by the serial numbers of any of the 
manufacturers’ outputs, comparing the two

The original use of the extra keys was for

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WORLD'S FAIR AWARDS 


LOUISIANA EXPOSITION, ST. LOUIS, MO. 














Those interested in the various office ap- 
pliances having exhibits at the World’s Fair, 
St. Louis, are naturally anxious to ascertain 
whether their favorite instrument, be it add- 
ing machine, typewriter, or other labor saving 
device, shall receive an award of merit at the 
present exposition, and it may be of interest 
to them to know on what conditions these 
awards are given. 

There are three Jury bodies appointed. A 
Group Jury, a Department Jury, and the Su- 
perior Jury, and the examinations are made 
by experts in their various lines, and deci- 
sions rendered on a very practical basis. The 
total number of jurors appointed is two per 
centum of the total number of exhibitors. 
Each class forms a Group Jury, and in turn 
render decisions to a Department Jury. The 
jury group consists of a chairman, vice-chair- 
man and a secretary. Of the first two named 
officers, one is a citizen of the United States 
and the other from a foreign country, repre 
sented in the division of exhibits. 

The work of the jury body commences 
thirty days after the opening of the exposi- 
tion, and shall be completed on or before sixty 
days after the opening. 

The decisions of the Group and Depart- 
ment Juries are submitted in turn to a Super- 
ior Jury, composed of the President of the 
Exposition Company, the Director of Ex- 
hibits, and a citizen of the United States. 
named by the Commission. 

The work of the Superior Jury shall be 
completed on or before one hundred and thir- 
ty days after the opening of the exposition, 
and as soon as practicable thereafter, formal 
public announcement of the awards shall be 
made. 

The work of the lower juries and the de- 
cisions of the Superior Jury is based on a 
decimal seale, and on the following points: 

(a.) Value of the product, process, ma- 
chine or device, as measured by its usefulness, 
its beneficial influence on mankind in its phys- 
ical, mental, moral and edueational aspects.

(b.) Skill and ingenuity displayed in the 

invention, construction and application. 
Counting not to exceed 25. 


(c.) Merits of the installation as to the in

Quality or cheapness, with reference 
to the possession by the exhibit of the highest 
possible quality, or the fact that the article is 
sold at so low a price with reference to its 
quality as to make it a valuable acquisition to 
the purchaser. 
Counting not to exceed 10 
f.) For completion of installation within 
required time and for excellence of maint 
nance. 
Counting not to exceed 10. 
(g. Length of time the exhibitor 
been in business, as showing whether exhibit 
is a development of original invention or is 
an improvement on the work of some prior 
inventor.

h. Number and character of awards r 
ceived from former expositions.

A special award, consisting of a gold medal 
in each department, may be recommended by 
the Department Jury, for the best, most com 
plete and most attractive installation. 

The following scale of markings shall be 
used in determining the final merits of an 
exhibit, and fixing the award that should be 
made, 100 being used as indieating perfec 
tion. 

1. Exhibits receiving markings ranging 

from 60 to 74 inelusive—Bronze Medal 


2. Exhibits receiving markings ranging 
from 75 to 384 inelusive—Silver Medal. 
3. Exhibits receiving markings ranging 
from 8&5) to %4 inelusive—Gold Medal 
4. Exhibits reeeiving markings ranging 
from 95 to 100 inelusive—Grand Prize. 


A study of the foregoing points of count 
ing, and a comparison of the machines repre- 
sented and their exhibits, will decide for many 
the placing of the various awards. The de 
cision of the Superior Jury should be made 
about the first week in September.
